Students write history 


Wendy Reeves and Jan-_ 
ice Fleming, students of 
Centre Hastings Secondary 
School (CHSS) are nearing 
the completion of a summer 
historical research project 
on Ivanhoe. 

Under funding from the 
Summer Canada Project, 
the Huntingdon Township 
Council hired the girls to 
write the first history book 
of Ivanhoe ever. They are 
scheduled to finish the 
project by August 26, or 
when the book is complete. 

In-addition to writing the 
book, Janice says they are 
going to get pictures of all 
the former reeves and hang 
them in the Township Hall. 

“We haven't done it all 
ourselves, we've had a lot of 
help from members of the 
community," says Janice. 

The book will begin back 
in 1850 when the first 
settlers came to the Ivanhoe 


area. Some of the things 


covered will be a history of 
the Ivanhoe Cheese factory, 
blacksmith shops, churches 
and community life. 

Janice says most of the 
families living in the com- 
munity today are descen- 
dants of the early settlers 
and could contribute the 
kind. of information they 
needed. Also, people form- 
erly of the area that have 
been contacted for informa- 
tion were ‘‘great’’. 

‘My aunt Bessie knew a 
lot about the history and 
community life. People have 
interviewed her for their 
university history thesis,” 
says Janice, also a native of 
Ivanhoe. 

Another major source of 
information for the book 
was the Tweedsmuir, a book 
compiled by the local 
Women’s Institute. 

‘No one has written a full 
book on the history of 
Ivanhoe, but the Iweeds- 


muir was a big help....the 
Women's Institute helped a 
lot,’" says Janice. 

The girls say the book has 
progressed very well so far 
and they think it should be 
ready to print in September. 
They say that most of the 
grant will go toward the 
printing costs, and if there 
isn't enough, they are sure 
the community will pitch in 
and help. 

“Publishing is going to 
take most of the funds. If we 
need more, we will hold 
fundraising events, says 
Janice, ‘‘I'm sure the 
community will help us with 
what we-devide to do.” 


When the girls were 
asked about what the title of 
the new book will be, they 
smile, exchange mysterious 
looks, and Janice says: 
“We will title the book to 
suit Ivanhoe's history and 
people.”

The distinctive fan- 
shaped leaves of the ginkgo 
always catch my eye in the 
bustle of big-city streets. 
How this oldest living tree 
species survives 20th cen 
tury ills is a mystery.

The planning policy in 
Ontario is to encourage 
development~by means of 
registered plana of subdivi- 
sion. This method_ensures 
that land use occurs in an 
orderly manner, minimizing 
conflicts with existing uses 
and safeguarding develop- 
ment from ‘occurring on 
unsuitable or hazardous 
sites. However, as a recent 
report of the ‘County Plan- 
ning Department reveals, 
development by registered 
plans has been limited. 

‘Since the establishment of 
universal subdivision con- 
trol, some 4,000 lots have 
been created by consent of 
the Land Division Commit- 
tee while only 793 have 
resulted from the approval 
of registered plans of 
subdivision as of January 
1983." 

A total of 55 plans of 
subdivision were reviewed. 
Fourteen were considered 
impractical by the Minister 
of Housing due to develop

lack of potable water, poor 
drainage and so forth. 
Seventeen were given draft 


‘approval of which seven 


have lapsed when the 
conditions of development 
were not attained within the 
three year time period. The 
report states: “*...the e¢s- 
calating cost of servicing 
prospective lots prompted 


‘developers to simply abah- 


don their plans and make no 
attempt to fulfil the condi- 
tions of draft approval.” 

The remainder will poten- 
tially create 579 permanent 
residential lots and 24 
seasonal lots. Six of these 
plans have been given 
extensions beyond the three 
year time period due to 
unforeseen delays in meet- 
ing the requirements ‘of 
draft approval. 

All of the remaining 22 
plans have received final 
approval, are registered and 
available for development. 
These plans created 398 
permanent residential lots. 
The report states: ‘Despite 
planning policies encour- 
aging development to take 
place in urban centres 
where public water and 
waste disposal services can 
be relatively easily and 
inexpensively supplied, 229 
permanent residential lots 
have been created in the 
rural area and only 169 in 
the urban centres.” Even 
though more than half of 
these plans were approved 
prior to 1979 only eight of 
the rural lots and 27 of the 
urbany lots had been de- 
veloped by January 1983. 

The seven other plans 
which were approved 
created 395 seasonal lots, 
but only 29 of these have 
been developed. The report 
points out that there are 
essentially 729 lots available 
for sale and development 
today, and it is highly 
unlikely that most of these 
will be sold within the 
foreseeable future. Recently 
some developers have be- 
gun to auction off their lots 
so as to recoup some of their 
investment. 


There are several factors 
édntributing to the lack of 
development on these lots.

menon. Since «1976, the 
populations of the urban 
centres has actually de- 
clined, hence there is little 
demand for new housing in 
these centres.” Conversely 
the rural areas have grown, 
and the availability of 
comparatively cheap build- 
ing lots diminishes the need 
for traditional subdivisions. 
The severance report re- 
vealed that the average size 
of a new residential lot was 
five acres. This suggests 
that physical space is an 
important dimension of the 
rural residential lifestyle. 


The subdivision report 
points out the extent to 
which the expense of 


servicing has thwarted the 
development of subdivi- 
sions. *‘Many of the draft 
plans which lapsed did so 
because the applicants 
could not meet the financial 
requirements of servicing 
the lots in order to make 
them available for sale. The 
cost of road building, in 
particular, is prohibitive for 


the individual or small 
partnership - the kind of 
deyeloper typically oper- 


ating in Hastings County.’ 
Road construction in the 
Canadian Shield can cost 
between $40,000 and 
$120,000 per mile. If hydro 
lines are not in place, 
installation costs approxi- 
mately $25,000 per mile, 
These servicing costs along 
with the expense of land 
assembly must all be passed 
on to the purchaser if the 
developer is to make a 
profit. Effectively, because 
of these costs the price of a 
single family dwelling in a 
subdivision cah be con- 


siderably higher than the 
cost of building a Cau es

along an- existing road 
where hydro lines are 
already available. 

~ The popularity of season- 
al home ownership has 
declined over the past 10 
years. Affordability is one 
reason, but attitudes about 
leisure time have also 
changed. More people pre- 
fer the freedom of planning 
vacations in different loca- 
tions from year to year. 
Today there are more 
accommodation alternative - 
resort time-sharing, four 
seasons resorts, camping 
and seasonal réntal of 
trailer sites. Many of the 
lakes in the county suitable 
for cottage development are 
too far from the’ major 
markets of Toronto, Ottawa 
and ‘the northern United 
States. All of these factors 
have contributed to the 
weakened demand for sea- 
sonal lots. 

There is little likelihood 
and possibly less need for 
more plans of subdivision 
within the county. The 
report concludes: “‘Given 
the performance of the 
plans with final approval 
and such factors as_ the 
disadvantages of location, 
changing residential de- 
mands, development costs 
and the general economic 
outlook in Hastings County 
which is not likely to 
stimulatq a sudden large 
demand for housing, there 
apparent need for 
further, development 
through registered plans of 
subdivision. The supply of 
lots available in final ahd 
draft approved platis at 
present, in addition to lots 
created through consent of 
the Land Division Commit- 
tee, is more than sufficient 
to meet the expected 
demand of the next 20 
years.”

of the ginkgo hints as 
clearly as the fossil record 
that it was among nature's 
early experiments in* tree 
design. Its leaves have an 
odd texture. Its fruit looks 
rather like a rotted, brown 
cherry but is quite 
different on close inspeg- 
tion. It is one of the ancient 
‘‘naked seed’ forms more 
closely related to the seed of 
a pine than a cherry. 

The finding of fossil 
leaves and fruits lends an 
extra dimension of mystery 
since they have turned up in 
stone across the Arctic and 
as far southlas England.

Time of planting and type of soil will tell story in Centre Hastings

“Time of planting and 
type of soil will determine 
just how well crops will do 
said Wayne 
Hastings 


in the area,” 
Martin of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. and 
Food recently when asked 
about the long-term effects 
of the drought which recent- 
ly ended. 

Martin says there is’ still 
hope for some of the local 
corn fields where the soil is 
less gravelly and held water 
better during the drought. 

Last year our area yielded 
about an average of 80 
bushels of corn per acre, but 
Martin feels that this year 
the average will be lower. 
While the drought was on, 
he said there would be 
about a 25 to 50 per cent 
yield reduction, but could 
improve slightly with some 


rain 

Martin 
amongst farmers in the area 
varied. “‘Livestock pro 
ducers were not as concern 
ed about the drought, 
because they had a good 
first crop of hay. The cash 
crop farmers are more 
concerned because most 
have all their ¢ggs in one 
basket, and may have 
nothing to fall back on.” 

Martin said although the 
grain crops in this area may 
have suffered from the 
drought, others may have 
fared better. Prices may not 
go up as high as some 
farmers predict. 

A local farmer who grows 
éorn and soya bean for grain 
to feed hogs said: “‘It's just 
plain serious right now. It's 
pretty bleak; I've got a lot of

Jim Hughes, a dairy 
farmer in the Marmora 
area, feels that things have 
a tendency to even out. He 
says his first crop of hay was 
a good crop but the 
prolonged dry spell cut his 
pasture down. He feels the 
wet spring produced the 
good first crop’ but the dry 
summer . has reduced the 
pasture to the point that 
farmers have had to feed 
hay and silage to keep their 
milk production up. 

“We weren't affected 
here as bad as we could 
have been,” he told Cembal 
Publications. **We had that 
good crop of hay and we re 
hoping to sell some this 
year.

This points out - again, 
though. how fickle this 
business of farming can be. 

lt was a wet spring. The 
corn was late being seeded 
on many farms, especially 
on fields poorly drained. 
Early in June, one of my 
neighbors, after working 
about 18 hours a day to get 
his corn planted, met me at 
the feed mill. He looked 
weary and wan. 

"Hl got it all sown,"’ he 
said. “But if prices don't 
improve, I won't make 
enough money to pay me for 
the seed, the fertilizer or the 
fuel. I'll end up working for 
the bank again this year." 

With that characteristic 
movement of many farmers, 


ONE FOOT IN THE FURROW 


he grabbed the peak of his 


_cap, swept it off his head, 


mopped his brow with a 


tattered shirtsleeve and 
replaced the cap, all in one 
motion. There are those 
who would measure a 
farmer's efficiency by the 
swiftness of this motion. 
The chap who can do it in 
one-second flat is a good 
manager, the pundits says. 
I cannot vouch for the 
truthfulness of the idea but 
my friend would be right up 
there with the best of them. 
He struggled to get his 
crops in because of the 
weather. A month later, he 
was praying for rain as he 
watched a field of oats 
struggle to survive. He got 


barely enough rain the last 
week of July to save his corn 
crop. 

The crop was saved but, if 
he doesn't get a reasonable 
price for it, he will have 
worked and prayed for a 
meagre return. 

It is, of course—another 
reason why farmers are 
different from any other 
sector of the economy. They 
not only struggle constantly 
with the vagaries of the 
market place but they are 
often in a pitched battle 
with nature as well. 

No other feeling can 
compare with that of walk- 
ing away from a full barn 
knowing that there is 
enough feed and bedding 


for the winter. But imagine 
how desolate a feeling it is 
to watch helplessly as the 
grain slowly dies in fields 
aching for water. Or, 
conversely, watching a crop 
rot at the roots if there is too 
much moisture or seeing the 
destruction of a once-vigor- 
ous crop flattened by wind 
or torn to shreds by hail. 


Daniel Webster said it 
well more than 150 years 
ago: When tillage begins, 
other arts follow. The 
farmers, therefore, are the 
founders of human civiliza- 
tion. 

It is about time the rest of 
the world appreciated agri- 
culture. :

Government hampering efforts of 


farm credit Corp. 


The federal govern: 
ment is hampering the 
efforts of the Farm Credit 
Corporation (FCC) to meet 
the credit needs of Cana- 
dian farmers, the president 
of the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture (OFA) charged 
Aug. 5. 

‘‘Last year five out.of six 
farmers who wanted FCC 
loans walked away without 
any money,’ Ralph Barrie 
said. ‘‘This year, things 
could be even worse.” 

In the first three months 
of its fiscal year, the FCC 
allocated its entire budget 
for the year. But when it 
sought approval to lend an 
additional $600 million to 
meet the approved loans on 
file, the government said it

could only loan $250 million. 
The credit situation is so 
severe that FCC has refused 
to process loan applications 
since June 10. 

To make matters -worse, 
FCC sources say the char- 
tered banks are pulling out 
of long-term mortgage lend- 
ing to the farm community. 

“Where are farmers to 


turn for long-term finan- 
cing?’ Barrie asked. ‘The 
FCC doesn’t have the 


money and the banks aren't 
interested in the long-term 
mortgage market.” 

Barrie called on the 
federal government to make 
the FCC a primary source of 
credit to the farm commu- 
nity as it was in the 1970s. 
He aa out that in 1977

There are 555 lakes in 
Hastings~County (with an 
estimated surface area of 44 
thousand acres. The/majori- 
ty of the lakes are between 
eleven and fifty acres in 
area and only nine are 
larger than one thousand 
acres. The majority of the 
lakes are accessible, most 
frequently by secondary 
roads, although access by 
public trails, 4 x 4 routes 
and private roads is also 
common. 

The County Planning 
Department recently com- 
pleted a water study which 
examined the amount of 
development around the 
lakeshores and the capacity 
of the waserbodics to 
sustain wildlife and recrea 
tional activities. 

There are approximately 
4.000 seasonal and perma- 
nent homes and 2,400 
campsites on the lakeshores 
in the county. On Baptiste 
Lake, the largest lake in the 
county, there are upwards 


of 500 cottages. Other 
popular resort lakes are 
Kamaniskeg, Papineau, 
Lake St. Peter, Wollaston, 


Limerick, Crowe and Moira. 
Cottaging is also popular on 
the numerous 4akes in 
Faraday Township. In addi- 
tion to the cottage sites 
already developed there are 
another 600 existing vacant 
lots available 

Water qualits in the 
nerthern townships is con 
sidered good, but the 
quality of some lakes in the 
southern and central town 
ships is deteriorating due to 
overdevelopment. Lake 
quality “can usually be 


determined by the ability of

the waterbody to support 
certain fish species. The 
presence of lake trout is an 
excellent indication that the 
water quality is high. 
Typically lake trout lakes 
are deep and clear, with low 
average temperatures and

identified in the county. 
Another 181 lakes sustain 


other trout species and the 
remaining lakes are classi- 
fied as warm water fisher- 
ies. The water report states: 
‘Many of the study lakes 
have good potential for 
future development without 
any fear of lowering their 
overall water quality while 
others have limited poten- 
tial for future develop- 
ment.” 


The two determining fac- 
tors affecting overall water 
quality are nutrient enrich- 
ment and acidification. Acid 
rain has contributed to the 
pollution of many lakes in 
south central Ontario, “The 
primary factor determining 
the sensitivity of a lake to 
acidification is its alkalinity 
or acid-neutralizing capa- 
Lakes vary in ability

These lakes ‘‘contain suffi- 
cient buffering capacity to- 
neutralize acid rain for an 
indefinite period of time.” 
Another thirteen lakes were 
considered-only marginally 
sensitive, biological damage 
would only resuk from 
extreme run-off conditions. 
The remaining seventeen 
lakes surveyed were consi- 
dered moderately sensitive. 


Periodic monitoring of the | 


lakes is continuing. 

The other major source of 
pollution stems from enrich- 
ment of the nutrient levels 
in the water. Increases in 
nutrients. are directly re- 
lated to increases in shore- 
line development and activi- 
ty. Typically the soils 
surrounding high quality 
lakes are thin and hence 
they are unable to absorb or 
hold nutrient run-off from 
septic systems, fertilizers or 
waste from such activities 
as marinas and sawmills. 
The residue flows into the 
water and stimulates the 
growth of undesirable algae 
and phytoplankton. Such 
growth consumes large 
amounts of oxygen required 
to’ sustain’ fish species. 
Effectively, nutrient loading 
of the lakes reduced the 
reproductive potential for 
fish spawning and radically 
decreases the clear water 
characteristic of the lakes. 
Asa rule, a lake that cannot 
support fish is not safe for 


humans. 
On the other hand, lakes 
which have considerable 


vegetative growth are ideal 
habitats for waterfowl nest- 
ing and feeding. Such 
waterbodies, while not suit 
able for recveational activi- 
ties such as swimming and 
waterskiing, provide — bird 
watching and hunting op- 
portunities. 

There are numerous ri- 
vers in the county with high 
recreational potential for 
fishing. canoeing and cot- 
taging. The rivers are 
subject to the same degree 
of sensitivity to pollutants 
as the lakes. Curbing 
nutrient enrichment of the

nutrient loading along the 
riverbanks is futile as. the 
rivers and their tributaries 
flow into many of the most 
popular lakes. 

The intent of the revised 
policies of the Official Plan 
is to maintain or improve 
the water quality of the 
lakes and rivers.

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A major concern of land 
use planning is determining 
the effects of development 
upon the environment.

Within _ these 
designations, the local con- 
servation authorities can 
establish regulations per- 
taining to development. 
Generally development 
will be discouraged on 
hazard lands. However, in

private forests in other 
districts. 
Forestry is the major 


industrial sector of northern 
Hastings. Six hundred men 
are directly employed in the 
sawmills alone. Indepen- 
dent jobbers and truckers 
also earn their living from 
forestry, moving wood to 
and from the mills. Mill 
operations consume a vari- 
ety of utility and equipment 
maintenance services. 
Other businesses in the 
county are dependent upon 
the timber cut in the north, 
such as planing mills, the 
pulp and paper plant in 
Trenton, construction sales 
outlets and custom furniture 
makers. The ministry report 
of the Bancroft district 
suggests that one out of 
every four persons in the 
labor ‘force derives his 
employment from the forest 
industry, cither directly in 


the bush and sawmills or 
indirectly from services and 


sales. Preliminary reports 
from the i981 census 
‘indicate that the forest 


industry has experienced 
significant growth since the 
last major census in 1971. 

The lumber industry is 
sensitive to economic fluc- 
tuations. The recent reces- 
sion severely curtailed the 
demand for sawlogs and 
pulp wood, and ‘unemploy- 
ment was high, However, as 
the economy strengthens 
the pent up demand for new 
construction and durable 
commodities will revitalize 
the industry. 

Ensuring the availability 
of timber supplies requires 
long range planning and 
careful management of the 
timber lands. The Ministry 
of Natural Resources has 
ongoing reforestation pro- 
grams on crown lands as 
well as on conservation 
agreement lands. However, 


an increasing supply of 
timber is being cut on 
private lands and these 


resources will continue to be 
important to the viability of 
forestry throughout the 
county. Consequently, the 


-Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources is 
administering © woodland 
agreements with private 
landowners. These forests 
are managed for a wide 
range of forestry purposes. 
Within Hastings County 
there are approximately 200 
agreement forests compri- 
sing over $,000 acres. 
Nevertheless all reports 
indicate that the Banerpft 
region will, continue to 
import timber‘in order to 
meet the demands. of the 
local sawmills.
